Will Try to 
Take South 
From JFK 


AN AP NEWS ANALYSIS 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON AP) — Presi- 


dent Kennedy was described today 
as knowing lhat in Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama he is dealing 
with a man who hopes to take 
the South away from him in 1964. 


A close associate said the Presi- 


dent is aware that Wallace hopes 
to hold himself out as a martyr to 
Southern1 segregationists by1 a dra- 
matic stand against integration at 
the University of Alabama. 


This could come either at the 


university branch in Huntsville in 
June or on the Tuscaloosa cam- 
pus next September. In either set- 
ting, those who know him well say 
they expect the governor to carry 
out his repeated pledge personal- 
ly to block the doorway against 
admission of a Negro student. 


It apparently would fit the gov- 


ernor's political purpose if he 
were arrested by U.S. marshals. 
But the assumption is that news 
pictures 
showing U.S. 
officials 


jostling him aside would do about 
as well. 


According to one of (hose pres- 


ent, Kennedy got the governor's 
personal pledge in a brief heli- 
copter confrontation last Saturday 
that local and state civilian au- 
thorities would maintain law and 
order in Birmingham. 


Saying that nothing could please 


him more, the President replied 
that he would not use federal 
troops dispatched to military res- 
ervations in Alabama unless there 
were fresh and uncontrolled racial 
disturbances. 


But the President made it plain 


he would use federal force if nec- 
essary to maintain the rights of 
Negroes to -peaceable assembly 
and petition. 


Nothing was said about the 


prospective forthcoming universi- 
ty showdown. 


But national Democratic officials 


are convinced this action will be 
the forerunner of an effort by the 
governor to keep Kennedy's name 
off the 1964 party ballot in Ala- 
bama—and is manyi other Dixie 
states as will go along with the 
idea.

Negro-Sit-in 
Activity to 
Increase 


ATLANTA (AP)-N««ro sit-in 


nativity will increase as a result 
of the Supreme Court's decision 
on sit-in demonstrations, says a 
top attorney (or the National As- 
sociation (or the Advancement of 
Colored People. 


Mrs. Constance Baker Motley, 


associate counsel of the NAACP's 
legal defense fund, told a hews 
conference in New York Monday 
the decision would increase the 
desire of Negroes to be served 
iti restaurants and other cstab- 
lishcnts. 


She 
said 
this 
would 
lead 


to many 
more 
demonstrations 


throughout the nation. 


The court ruled Monday that 


a state or city may not interfere, 
in any fashion, with peaceful sit- 
in demonstrations in public places 
of business. However, the court 
did not draw a clear line of when 
a shopkeeper may oil hisbwn re- 
fuse to serve Negroes or call po- 
lice to have them evicted from 
his property. 
Mrs. 
Matley later told a mass 


rally of Negroes In Birmingham, 
Ala., that the decision would clear 
about 300 students convictcrt in 
Southern sit-ins. She said the de- 
cision 
left Birmingham depart- 


ment store owimrs "free to serve 
Negroes on the same basis as oth- 
er citizens." 


"I think the decision was as 


great as the Supreme Court de- 
cision in the school cases," she 
said. 


The court threw out convictions 


of lunch counter sit-in demonstra- 
tors in Alabama, Louisiana,, North 
Carolina and South Carolina, and 
declared it unconstitutional for n 
slate to require segregation and 
use its powers to enforce it. 


Commissioner . Mayor 
Arthur 


Huncs of Birmingham, scene of 
recent sit-ins and mass desegre- 
gation demonstrations, said he 
had not read the decision,, but 
added, "I feel it's going a -little 
far afield. 


Mayor Ivan Allen Jr, of Atlan- 


ta said the courts have been mov- 
ing toward elimination of 
any 


form of discrimination in public 
or scmipublic places. He said the 
decision is another step in'.that 
direction.

ment from Gov. George C, Wal- 
lace of Alabama. Georgia. Gov, 
Carl Sanders said, "I have nc 
comment at all."

Bill Fischer 
Is a Modest 
Hurler

NEW YORK (AP)—Bill Fischer 


is a modest man in an age when 
many become round shouldered 
from patting themselves on the 
back. Balding at 32, he seems al- 
most embarrassed to be leading 
all major league pitchers with a 
G- 0 record for the Kansas City 
A's.
